WASHINOTOH, July 28.—In response to o 


Senate resolution requesting the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to furnish Informa- 
tion relative to property wrongfully with- 
held from the Government, the Secretary, 
in his response yesterday Inclosed several 
communications, amongst them one from 
H. R Idtttepage, a special agent of the 
Department of Justice, formerly of the 
Confederate navy.

that m 1661 a large number of vessel £ 
were built in Oreat Britain for the Con- 
federacy, but when the rebellion oloued 
these vessels were seized by the British

statement he gives the history of several 
vessels now in trade or In the service ot 
the British navy. Til* list of goods be- 
longing to the Confederate States in- 
cludes vessels, stores of all kinds, bar

value over thirty-two and one-half mlllior 
dollars. The Item of money deposited to 
the credit of the Rebel Governmen' 
abroad aggregates eleven, million dollars. 
Another Item Includes rebel Iron works 
in Scotland, valued at three hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. Allot this property 
has been traced to responsible persons.

Hitt, the state agent, from his official re- 
port now being prepared, and which will 
be presented to the state legislature at 
its next session. The amount of open 
ditches under the stato drainage law is 
not yet known, but t>o far as reported, 
the cost of the same will reach over 
$2,000, while the cost of tile drainage to 
this state reported to date will reach the 
sumot $18,000,000.
